NEW YEAR'S BANQUET. 

By the Bethel Library Association, at the 
Universalist Chapel, Friday Evening, 
December 31st, 1897. 


No more positive proof could be 
had of the real, genuine interest 
which our good citizens have in 
our public library than the size of 
the audience at the public banquet 
given New Year’s Eve at the Uni¬ 
versalist chapel. 

The appointed hour found about 
100 people engaged in conversation 
in the cosey parlors above, waiting 
for the welcome summons. It 
shortly came and in response every 
seat around the long tables in the 
banquet room was quickly filled; 
and though no small effort was re¬ 
quired to furnish an abundance of 
food for such a company, yet the 
ladies proved, as they have always 
done before,that when the interests 
of their cherished village and its 
people are at stake, they are equal 
to any occasion. 

When it became evident that 
every appetite had been satiated, 
our good, whole-hearted, public- 
spirited Rev. Air. Barton, whom It 
may be said always has the right 
thing to say in the right place, 
arose, and in a few well-selected 
words, welcomed his listeners, in 
behalf of the library association, 
to that grand feast and invited 
them to what he termed a grander 
feast of nine courses about to be¬ 
gin. He then referred to the cus¬ 
tom at this season of the year of 
making resolutions, expressing his 
opinion to the effect that we should 
make but few promises and pre¬ 
pare to keep all we make, and then 
called upon Rev. Mr. Hamilton to 
speak upon the subject of Good 
Resolutions. 

The speaker said that he pitied 
a person who never makes good 
resolutions for that really is a 
manifestation of their desire to 
live a true life, and no time could 
be more fitting for considering this 
subject than now, just stepping 
out as we are upon the uncertain¬ 
ties of a new year. 

We may, he said, look back upon 
the past year and recall many good 
resolutions which have been made 
and broken and upon seeking the 
cause of our failure to keep them 
we may find that we made more 
than we could keep; had we made 
fewer aud tried harder to keep them 
we would have succeeded. He 
urged upon his hearers to make 
few resolutions and keep what they 
make. He suggested that one good 
rule to follow is to try and do a 
kindness every day; our happiness 
depends largely upon our selfish¬ 
ness or unselfishness, and we will, 
therefore, in trying to assist others 
assist ourselves. 

The next speaker called was Air. 
.Herrick, who was given the sub- 
jectr“Our Library.” He began by 
expressing, in an amusing way, his 
sensitiveness in speaking owing to 
the fact, that one lady had said to 
him, she had heard that the pro¬ 
gram was to consist of toasts, and 
she Bared it would be dry toast. 
He then called attention to the fact 
that our public library is fast be¬ 
coming an institution of import¬ 
ance, and paid a fitting tribute to 
the ladies whose persistent efforts 
and untiring energies had accom¬ 
plished the work; they had done 
it out of little things, and to them 
alone belongs the honor; man has 
not the faculty of taking the small 
things and combining them to per¬ 
fect such noble results as have 
been accomplished by the ladies of 
Bethel;their first thought would 
be, if they wanted a library to step 
out and buy it, not so with the 
ladies; they have quietly done the 
work, and we can scarcely tell how 
or when they did it. Attention 
was called to the fact that from the 
first there had been no dearth and 
as a result there had been a steady, 
annual growth of about one hun¬ 
dred hooks. Now, that the ladles 
| have given us a library of which 
we may well feel proud, he believes 
it is time for the men to begin to 
show an interest and provide a 
suitable place to keep those books. 
He then made a very strong and 
forcible appeal In favor of a build¬ 
ing which shall not only be a li¬ 
brary building but also be a Ale- 
morial building, dedicated to the 
boys who went out from Bethel to 
serve their country, and closed by 
reading the following lines written 
by Mrs. Herrick: 

Our Library demands 
Your loyalty, your watchful care— 

In power for good it stands 
Our churches close beside. 

With them, your service and support 
commands. 

Lot it be your pride 
To see it grow in ever widening scope. 
Let us look forth, with never daunted 
hope jj 

Unto that, day, that may not distant he, 
When all who walk our tree-lined 
streets shall see 


i Outlined against these purple-tinted 
| hills, 

A building stand in architectural grace 
complete,— 

Such one that commonest soul with 
sense of beauty fills— 

A low stone pile with fairest lines re¬ 
plete. 

And in its walls, our little library, grown 
To such proportions it would scarce be 
known t 

As this for win jh we’re striving, faith¬ 
ful e’re and bold— 

No groater glory little town could hol'h 

The Founders of our Library v as 
the topic given Aliss Cross, who 
spoke in part as follows: 

Our Bethel Library originated 
in the effort of a few ladies, who 
had been for some time taking 
books from the Alercantile Library 
in Portland, before it was merged 
in the Public Library, to form a 
book club. When that was found 
| to be impracticable, we began to 
talk of a circulating library. We 
! met with no opposition, but with 
not much encouragement. Our 
people feared it would meet the 
fate of so many village libraries, 
would run a year or two, the books 
would become scattered, and It 
would go down. After canvass¬ 
ing the scheme for several months 
with little or no success, we sat 
down ahd waited for an Inspira¬ 
tion. At length it occurred to us 
that a course of lectures on histor¬ 
ical subjects might do what we had 
failed to do, awaken au interest 
in such subjects as would lead to 
a desire for more aud better read¬ 
ing than could be obtained in our 
village. 

Accordingly, we applied to Dr. 
True to give a course of lectures 
upon ancient history; but he 
thought that was not a popular sub¬ 
ject, would be dry and dull to the 
majority of people, would involve 
considerable expense, and would 
not prove a financial success. -We 
saw the force of his reasoning, and 
came away disappointed but not 
disheartened, and quietly awaited 
another inspiration. It came in 
due time in the form of a ' sugges¬ 
tion for a series of parlor lectures. 

We again called on Dr. True and 
laid our scheme before him which 
met his hearty approval, and he 
at once set about preparing his 
lectures. Our ladies opened their 
parlors, and we had the privilege 
of listening to six exceedingly in¬ 
teresting lectures, which for 
many of us laid the foundation of 
a better knowledge of these sub¬ 
jects, and has doubtless been a 
help in our subsequent studies. 

In the meantime we continued 
to talk library, meeting with 
more and more encouragement, 
until by the time the first course 
was completed we had arranged 
for another course in aid of our 
enterprise. Dr. True generously 
offered to give two evenings; Mr. 
Hammons gave a fine lecture up¬ 
on the Yellowstone Park; Mr. W. 
E. Skillings told us of his year in 
Europe; and our singers furnished 
us with one or two concerts. 

These lectures, besides giving us 
one of the pleasautest winters 
Bethel had had for a long time, 
netted about one hundred dollars, 
which we thought sufficient 
for a nucleus for a small 
library, and we decided to 
organize. Dr. True and Mr. Skill - 
ings met with Air. Gibson at his 
home and drafted a constitution 
and by-laws. April 14th, 1879, 
we met at the Bethel House and 
organized the Bethel Library As¬ 
sociation, with nlnety-sevenjj mem¬ 
bers, which number was soon in¬ 
creased to one hundred. We 
opened our library with one hun¬ 
dred and forty-two volumes, one 
hundred of which were purchased 
with the money we had raised, the 
rest were donated by our citizens. 

Our library has increased slow¬ 
ly, chiefly by means of entertain¬ 
ments, with au occasional apro- 
priation of fifty dollars from the 
town. But we feel that it has 
been worth to us all that it has 
cost, in time, in labor and in 
money. 

Dr. Gehring’s subject was “Books 
that Help.” His theme, originally 
intended to occupy a few minutes 
more, yielded to the sound of the 
gavel, and we are glad to borrow 
from his notes to complete his 
thought. 

He amused his hearers by a brief 
resume of the hooks that made the 
earliest lasting impressions upon 
his infant mind; spoke of the 
wholesome effects of fairy tales 
upon the idealizing powers of chil¬ 
dren ; painted a lurid picture of a 
terrible dime-novel orgy which pro¬ 
duced so healthful a re-action as to 
entirely vaccinate him from farth-

CRIMINALITY OF 
THE LIQUOR TRAFFIC. 


A Sermon Delivered by Rev. A. 
Hamilton, Sunday Evening, 
December 26. 

“Woe unto them that are mighty to 
drink wine, and men of strength 
to mingle strong drink: Which 
justify the wicked for reward, 
and take away the righteousness of the 
righteous from him 1”—Isa., 5: 22, 23. 

This chapter contains six dis¬ 
tinct woes pronounced against as 
many crimes. The text is the 
sixth. It declares the misery 
which awaits the drunkard; pro¬ 
nounces heavy calamities against 
the drunkard-maker, and de¬ 
nounces corrupt judges who obtain¬ 
ed the means of self indulgence by 
taking bribes. These judges were 
weak in defending their country, 
because they were ready for a 
money consideration, to set aside 
the claims of those who had a 
righteous cause. These words 
will apply to the condition of 
things as they exist to-day. God’s 
attitude toward those who are ad¬ 
dicted to the use of ardent spirits, 
and who traffic in strong drink, 
and toward legalized wrong doing 
is unchanged. 

I. Notice the sin of the drunk¬ 
ard. “Woe unto them that are 
mighty to drink wine.” Drunk¬ 
enness is a sin which excludes a 
person from heaven. Paul de¬ 
clares that “drunkards shall not 
inherit the kingdom of God.” In 
the fifth chapter of Galatians, he 
mentions the works of the flesh, 
and among them drunkenness, and 
says: “Of the which.I tell you be¬ 
fore, as I have also told you in 
time past, that they which do such 
things shall not inherit the king¬ 
dom of God.” Who are drunk¬ 
ards? Worcester defines a drunk- j 
ard as “one addicted to drunken¬ 
ness; an intemperate person, a 
toper, a sot, a tiger.” To be drunk 
he says, is to be “intoxicated with 
strong liquor.” When is a person 
intoxicated? To intoxicate is “to 
elate or exhilarate excessively.” 
According to Webster, a man is 
drunk when he is “overcome by 
drinking.” A drunkard is gener¬ 
ally considered to be one who 
habitually drinks to excess so as 
to be tipsy. When a man is anx¬ 
ious to prove that he is sober, we 
naturally conclude that he is 
drunk. A man is drunk when he 
takes enough to muddle his brain, 
or effect his mental power. Our 
definition of drunkenness will 
show how far we are advanced 
in temperance principles. In a 
certain part of Ireland it is said 
that a man is not considered 
drunk so long as he can lie on his 
face and hold on to the grass. 
The Cyclopedia of Prohibition 
says, “Many will not admit that 
a man is drunk until he falls 
down and reaches up for the 
ground; or that a man can be a 
drunkard, unless he reaches the 
stage of delirium tremens. Even 
the president of the only active 
temperance society in Germany 
declares that a man may get 
drunk a good many times without 
being in the least addicted to 
drink, or in danger of becoming 
so.” We are of the opinion that 
little Johnny was not far out of the 
way In his calculations: that if 
ten glasses of wine make a man 
beastly drunk, one glass will make 
him one tenth drunk. 

A man may not be a drunkard 
according to the popular use of the 
term, but he is guilty if he puts 
himself in the way of becoming 
such. A toper is a man who tried 
to be a moderate drinker and fail¬ 
ed. Did you ever hear of a re¬ 
formed drunkard who became a 
moderate drinker? Canon Farrar 
in one of his total abstinence ar¬ 
guments, referring to the offer of 
100 pounds made by the artist 
Cruikshank for proof of a violent 
crime committed by a total ab¬ 
stainer, says, “I offer as much 
for proof of any case (either in 
the church or out of it), where 
drunkenness has been cured with¬ 
out total abstainers. In the pre¬ 
sent shaky circumstances, the 
only safe way of drinking (as the 
Irishman puts it) is to leave off be¬ 
fore you begin.” 

Intemperance is a sin because it 
opens the door to all other sins. 
It leads to fighting, theft and mur¬ 
der. Ex-Chief Justice Noah Davis 
says; “Of all causes of crime, 
intemperance stands out the..un¬ 
approachable chief.” The late 
Cardinal Aianning once said, “No 
pestilence has ever destroyed so 
many millions of men, women and 
children as intemperance, for a 
pestilence comes and goes, and 
ofteD at long intervales, but 
intemperance is a fixed and perma¬ 
nent plague, always spreading and 
always destroying the people body 
and soul.” We are told that the 
abstainers in the Russian army 
could stand tho cold better than 
the drinkers. The German sol¬ 
diers la the siege of Paris, who 


did not use spirits were the strong¬ 
est. Some years ago it was my 
privilege to be present at a meet¬ 
ing of the survivors of the Greeley 
expedition, at Portsmouth, N." H. 
The first man it is said who died 
in that party was a drinker, and, 
of the six who survived, four never 
used tobacco or liquor. Nansen, the 
man who has been nearei* the pole 
than any other man, declares that 
the Arctic explorer should not use 
alcoholic drinks, either as a bever- 
I age or as a medicine. As we look 
through the pages of, human his¬ 
tory, we can trace the wrecks of 
many, with brilliant intellects, 
who have been clouded by the fac- 
ination of strong drink. If Isaiah 
was alive to-day he would not agree 
with the modern reformers who 
direct all their attention against 
the saloon keepers and leave the 
impression that the drunkard Is 
not to be censured. Inebriety 
may be a disease, and should be 


treated as sueb. 


man who is 


sick with this disease is to be pit¬ 
ied, but it should never be forgot¬ 
ten that in forming this -habit, 
and contracting the disease, he re¬ 
fused to heed all the solemn warn¬ 
ings as to the fearful consequences 
of the use of intoxicating liquor. 
The people of this country, as well 
as other countries, know to their 
sorrow something of the effects of 
drink. The evils of intemperance 
are universally admitted to be 
colossal. Isaiah’s denunciation 
would he timely to-day. The 
drunkard must have a sense of his 
sin before he can have a genuine 
and lasting reform. 

II. The text declares that the 
drunkard-malcer is a criminal. 
“Woe unto men of strength to 
mingle with strong drink!” It 
was the custom to mingle strong 
drink with spices to enhance its 
flavor and make it intoxicating. 
However men may view the li¬ 
quor traffic, God condemns it as 
a sin and threatens those engaged 
in it with fearful consequences. 
“Woe unto him that giveth his 
neighbor drink, that putteth thy 
bottle to him and maketh him 
drunken also.” Heb., 2: 15. 

In working for the destruction 
of the saloon, we are really labor¬ 
ing in the Interest of the saloon 
keepex*. The union soldier was 
fighting as much for the South as 
the North. The victory he won 
brought new civilization to all the 
Southland. So the success of pro¬ 
hibition will deliver the liquor 
dealer from a business upon which 
God’s curse rests. 

A society in England offered a 
large reward for proof of a single 
instance, where property accumu¬ 
lated by liquor selling has descend¬ 
ed to the third genei*ation. I do 
not know whether the reward has 
ever been claimed. This much 
we know that only the vei-y worst 
characters are engaged in this 
traffic, and that the business 
blights and destroys the children 
of the saloon keeper. The effect 
produced by the sale of ardent 
spirits proves that tho business of 
rum selling is criminal. There are 
those who maintain that it is 
not a crime. IfJJhey are correct, 
even the restrictions and prohibi¬ 
tions placed upon the traffic aro 
unjust and unconstitutional. But 
to judge whether the business is a 
crime, let us look at the effect pro¬ 
duced by this business. 

There are over 400 colleges, and 
about 17,500 public schools in the 
States and Territories, employing 
250,000 teachers and giving in¬ 
structions to over 5,000,000 pupils. 
Iu all these, the youth of both sex¬ 
es are being elevated in intellect 
and morals. If you were to j udge 
fi’om the influence exerted by these 
institutions of learning, the out¬ 
look for our country would seem 
hopeful. But thei’e are at least 
250,000 which employ no less then 
500,000 persons. The saloons are 
also institutions of learning. They 
educate people in crime; teach 
men to bx*eak God’s commands, 
and violate every statutory law. 
They are haunts of crime, vice, 
and despair. Truly has it been 
said, “The saloon is an educational 
institution which takes no vaca¬ 
tion or recess and where the low¬ 
est and most pernicious political 
doctrines are taught. Its thou¬ 
sands of gi-aduates may be found 
in all positions of wretchedness 
and disgrace, and are the most 
successful candidates for our poor 
houses, and penitentiaries. It is 
the bank where money, time, 
strength, maaliness, self-control 
and happiness are deposited to be 
lost, where drafts are drawn on 
widows and orphans, and where 
dividends are paid only to his Sa¬ 
tanic Alajesty.” 

Is rum-selling a crime? We 
will listen to a few eminent wit¬ 
nesses.' Says Ex-Judge Noah S. 
Davis, in a New York Revenue ar¬ 
ticle : “My twenty years, experi¬ 
ence on the bench proves that 
three-fourths of the crime which 
comes beiore the courts would not 
be committed were it not for |

CRIMINALITY OF THE 

LIQUOR TRAFFIC. 

Continued from page one. ♦ 


Becnel, Maine. J drink.” Lord Ghief Justice 
Editor. Coleridge of England, says: 

“Judges are weary with calling at¬ 
tention ta drink as the princi pal 
cause of crime, but I cannot re¬ 
frain from saying that if they 
could make England sober, they 
would shut up nine-tenths of the 
prisons.” Hon. Wm. E. Glad 
stone makes this starting state 
ment: “Greater calamities have 
been afiicted on mankind by in 
temperance than the three great 
scourges—war, pestilence, and fa¬ 
mine,” to which he adds, “It is 
the measure of our discredit and 
disgrace.” Dr. A. B. Leonard, 
senior secretary of our missionary 
society says : “That the rum-traf 
fic is a great and guilty criminal 
all the world knows. It slaught¬ 
ers the people in the most wanton 
and cruel manner, and in vast 
numbers. It Is believed that from 
75,000 to 100,000 fall victims to this 
red-banded criminal every year; 
The war for the Union cost the 
country more than 300,000 lives or 
about 75,000 a year for four years 
That slaughter ended with the 
close of the war, but the slaughter 
of the rum-fiend goes on through 
all the decades with increasing 
horror.” Bishop Foster, in his 
great se rmon before the Methodist 
Centennial conference in Balti 
more in 1888, declared that the 
traffic in intoxicating drinks” is 
that monstrum horrendum of 
Christian civilization that mothers 
nine-tenth of all the woes and 
sorrows which blight and curse 
our modern age.” How if I fur 
nish a man with a knife knowing 
he will use it for a murderous pur¬ 
pose, I am a criminal. Our own 
church is emphatic in denouncing 
the traffic, and the laws that li- 
scence and tax, or otherwise pro¬ 
vide for its'continuance; it also 
declares against political parties 
chat refuse to put themselves on 
record in opposition to the saloon. 
Ho less emphatic are declarations 
of the Presbyterian, Baptist, Con- 
gregationalist and other bodies 
III. But the text goes on to de¬ 
nounce those who sanction and ex¬ 
cuse crime for a money considera¬ 
tion. “Woe unto them which jus 
tify the wicked for reward, and 
take away the righteousness of the 
righteous from him!” The great¬ 
est responsibility for the drink traf¬ 
fic does not rest upon the dram- 
seller. He is a guilty criminal, 
and engaged in a business that 
makes it impossible for him to live 
in harmony with the moral law, or 
possess one characteristic of th@ 
Sermon on the Mount, or to offer 
one petition of the Lord's prayer; 
but he is not alone responsible. 
In the case of one of the Home¬ 
stead rioters, Judge McGee of 
Pittsburg, said, “I wish to say chat 
the law makes every man who 
stands idly by, w ithout any effort 
to suppress the riot aud disorder, 
guilty of rioting. Such a man is 
responsible for all the consequences 
of disorder and rioting, whether 
rioting results in the loss of prop¬ 
erty or life.” According then, to 
the reasoning of Judge McGee, ap¬ 
plied to this question of intemper¬ 
ance, those who stand idly by and 
put forth no effort to suppress the 
crime of liquor selling are equally 
guilty with the saloon-keeper. 
But this is not the worst phase of 
the ease. Society not only consents 
to the continuation of this business 
but has allied itself with the ram , 
seller, by sharing its bloody reve¬ 
nue. It is therefore, criminally 
responsible for the evils it inflicts. 
The sin of the drunkard, the crim¬ 
inality of the drunkard-maker, 
must he declared and denounced ; 
but we must not forget the respon¬ 
sibility of the government which 
fosters this nefarious business for 
a bribe. 

The legalization of the liquor 
traffic is a crime that stains the 
history of our country. If this 
business had been treated as we 
have dealt with other crimes, such 
as robbery, horse-stealing, arson, 
prostitution, and murders,it would 
never have reached the proportions 
it has. Its venomous head would 
never have been raised so high; 
nor would its slimy coils have been 
wound around the church, the 
schoolhouse, the halls of legisla¬ 
tion, or the courts of justice. But 
from the birth of the Republic this 
soul-destroying traffic has been 
sanctioned and protected. Drunk¬ 
enness will never be put down, or 
this business overthrown, by “the 
enactment of laws that propose by 
license, taxing, or otherwise to reg¬ 
ulate the drink traffic, because they 
provide for its continuance and 
afford no protection against its rav¬ 
ages.” The principles of the pro¬ 
hibitory law of Maine are sound 
It takes the only consistent atti¬ 
tude toward the traffic that can be 
taken. It is in harmony with the 
divine law. It treats the. rum- 
seller for just what he is—a crimi¬ 
nal. The license and taxation sys¬ 
tem lends respectability to this in¬ 
famous business. Prohibition de¬ 
clares it to be an outlaw, and de¬ 
mands its banishment from the 
land. 

Prohibition has proved success¬ 
ful. It does prohibit. The hatred 
of the rum-seller to prohibitory leg¬ 
islation is in evidence. The fact 
that it reduces crime is another 
proof. The increased prosperity 
of the people in the states where 
this law has been enacted, shows 
that it Is a blessing. The people 
of this State In 1884 declared by 47,

trial they liked it so well 
it wanted in the constitution, 
prohibition has not had a fair trial 
even in Maine. As a State we have 
banished every distillery and 
brewery from our borders, but we 
are not entirely free from the cur 0 e. 
It is imported into our State from 
license states. The dominant par¬ 
ty having deliberately adopted the 
policy of non-enforcement Is di¬ 
rectly responsible for the corrup¬ 
tion and bribery charged against 
officials whose duty it is to enforce 
the law. In certain counties of 
our State, the law Is being nullified 
by collecting fines from the rum- 
sellers periodically, instead of pun¬ 
ishing them by imprisonment. 

This Is virtually a license policy. 
It corrupts the public conscience, 
and defeats the purpose of the law 
which is not to raise a revenue 
from the liquor traffic, but to sup¬ 
press it. 

The legislature, in 1891, made the 
penalty for illegal transportation 
of liquor $500 and costs, and one 
year In jail. This shut off supplies 
from the grog shops and drug¬ 
gists. A large sum of money was 
raised to obtain its repeal. This 
was done by the legislature in 1S93, 
which reduced the penalty for ille¬ 
gal transportation of liquor and 
allowed the courts the discretion 
either of fining rum-sellers or im¬ 
prisoning them. Here is the act 
of 1893, approved March 22. “And 
when it is provided that he shall 
be punished by imprisonment and 
fine, or, by imprisonment or fine, 
or by fine or in addition thereto, 
imprisonment, he may be sen¬ 
tenced to either or both.” That 
looks very innocent does it not? 
But what are the results? Less 
rum-sellers imprisoned and an in¬ 
crease of drunkenness. 

In 1892, 348 tyere committed to 
jail In the entire State for selling. 
In 1896, but 179. Look at the 
record of drunkenness in the same 
years. In 1S92, 1714 were sent to 
ail for drunkenness, while in 1896, 
the number was 3049. This is out 
of harmony with the constitution 
which says: “The legislature 
shall enact laws with suitable 
penalties for the suppression and 
manufacture, sale and keeping for 
sale of intoxicating liquors.” 

The object of the liquor-dealers, 
who are back of this, is to discour¬ 
age the friends of the law, and, if 
possible, to induce the people of 
this State to repudiate prohibition, 
nevertheless the law is a success, 


they} meeting for the organization of the 
Still | Christian Civic League of Maine, 
held at Waterville, March 29, 1897. 
The hero of a popular novel, who 
was bashful in his early college 
days, found himself called upon to 
take a young lady out to refresh 
ments. He was So overwhelmed 
that every idea left him. He could 
not think of a word to say; and so 
for several minutes—minutes 

which were ages of agony to him_ 

they sat side by side in awful si¬ 
lence. Then at last the cruel 
maiden broke the spell or rather 
bound it all the tighter, by saying, 
“How let’s talk about something 
else.” So since the adoption of the 
prohibitory amendment to the con¬ 
stitution in J1884, the temperance 
people of Maine have been practi¬ 
cally silent. After winning the 
great fight, a feeling of security 
seemed to take possession of them. 
Their actions have said, “We have 
prohibition, now We are safe. It 
cannot be repealed without a two 
thirds majority. We need not 
concern ourselves about it.” In 
the meantime the enemies and 
critics of the law have not been 
idle. Steadily and with great sub- 
tilty the work of nullifying the 
law has gone on. The time has 
come for the people who believe in 
the law and in its enforcement to 
awake. The object for which the 
Maine Civic League was organized 
is to seem-e a better enforcement of 
the prohinitory law. The League 
is flooding the governor’s office 
with petitions asking him to issue 
a proclamation to the sheriffs, call¬ 
ing upon them to enforce the law. 
The revised statutes of Maine pro¬ 
vides that sheriffs and all other 
executive officers of the State, shall 
obey any orders that may be issued 
to them by the governor of the 
State. It is said that the governor 
is disposed to heed these petitions. 
If so, we may expect the law to be 
enforced. 

A story is told of a young man 
who was gradually led into crime 
by drink. At length he came to 
the gallows. His broken-hearted 
mother came to his prison-cell to 
bid him farewell. When asked by 
the agonized mother if he had any 
word he would like to leave them, 
the doomed boy said: “O mother, 
I didn’t want to kill him; I was 
crazed with drink. It was the sa¬ 
loon did it. O mother , tell the tem¬ 
perance people to be in a hurry!” 

We need “to be in a hurry” 
There has been enough of crime, 
debauchery, broken hearts and 
ruined lives. Let us awake, unite 
and concentrate our efforts against 
thiB horrible monster. 


though not as successful as it 
might be if it was not handicapped 
by the non-enforcement policy. 
This question can never be satis¬ 
factorily settled until it is settled 
nationally. Abraham Lincoln 
said this country never could exist 
half slave and half, free; neither 
can it have peace, half prohibition 
and half license. One or the other 
will have to go. Either we must 
push the battle until every distil¬ 
lery,and brewery, and saloon is out¬ 
lawed, or the liquor traffic will hot 
stay Its aggressions until every re¬ 
strictive and prohibitory measure 
is wiped out. After the defeat of 
the constitutional prohibitory 
amendment in Pennsylvania, the 
liquor dealers announced their in¬ 
tention to move first on Iowa, then 
on Kansas, and then on Maine, for 
the repeal of their prohibitory 
laws. This program is already 
being carried out. A1 ready, Iowa’s 
prohibitory law is destroyed. The 
brewers are plotting against tbe 
law in Kansas. Efforts are being 
made to call a special session of the 
legislature to boodle through a re- 
submission act. If this fails, a 
law to repeal the present penalties 
will he tried so as to render the 
present law imperative. Charles 
Crysler, attorney for Iiler’s brew¬ 
ery, says “ there is little doubt of a 
special Kansas legislature, and 
that strenuous efforts will be made 
to make beer and whiskey-sell¬ 
ing legal.” A correspondent to 
the Hew York Voice says: “Joints 
in Kansas City, Kan., are run wide 
open under the Populists’ agents. 
Elaborate bars with all the mod¬ 
ern improvements are thick on the 
business streets. Jointists regu¬ 
larly pay $100 every two months. 

Htnety-six joints pay this. The 
brewers’ meeting has stirred up 
temperance workers, and they de¬ 
clare “ that enough boodle cannot 
be sent into Kansas to bring about 
resubmission.and if it did, it would 
be defeated.!’ 

We need to have our eyes open 
hero in Maine or we shall be caught 
napping.

And then, above all, as 
the mind begins to find aU the rb 
mance it needs in the world of the 
actual, the wonderfully well-writ- 
ten books upon historical epochs 
which, with contemporaneous bi¬ 
ography, will reach results which 
the old-time methods of reading 
history failed to achieve. “Where 
trees grow biggest,” Emerson says, 
“the huntsman finds his easiest 
way,” and this may he said of the 
giants of literature. Wherever an 
author deals with the lovely every¬ 
day things of life, with its simple” 
pleasures and simple,,griefs,, .he 
comes nearest to the heart of map. 
and is surest of being remembered." 

It Is not the mental fireworks nor 
the deep tragedies,—neither is it 
the style of the modern realistic 
writers, of whom Kipling may be 
mentioned as a type,—who can 
never find any other name for a 
spade but a spade—that are 
amongst the books to be classed as 
helpful. The books that one can 
read again, wholly or in part,— 
those that always touch anew upon 
the innocent, wholesome springs of 
life,—that deal with healthful hu¬ 
man emotions and aspirations and 
keep one nearest the heart of na¬ 
ture and nature’s God,—are those 
that endure and are really helpful!
